DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 

1 1/18/2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 2, 5, 8, 1 5 and 25 are amended; claims 1 , 4 and 24 are canceled. 

3. Claims 2, 3, 5-23, 25 and 26 are remaining in the application. 

4. The specification has been found to provide sufficient support for the claim 
limitation "single hull unit" as recited in the claims. 

5. Claims 2, 3, 5-23, 25 and 26 are allowed. 

Examiner's Amendment 

6. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

Reasons for Allowance 

7. The prior art does not disclose, teach or suggest the claimed boat. Specifically, 
the prior art does not disclose, teach or suggest a boat or marine vessel with the recited 
single hull unit as defined by applicant that includes at least one elongated substantially 
vertical slot extending substantially through or across the single hull unit to divide the 
single hull unit Into two substantially separate buoyant compartments and with the 
elongated substantially vertical slot configured as specifically claimed by the applicant.
